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REMARKS

Claims 1-4, 6, 12-14, 16, and 17 are now pending in this application, with Claims 1, 6, 
and 12 being the independent claims. Claims 1, 6, 12, 14, and 16 have been amended, Claims 5, 
7-11,1 5, and 1 8-25 have been cancelled herein. No new matter is believed to have been added 

Rejections Under 35 U,S»C> § 1 12. Second Paragraph 

Claims 1-6 and 12-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
allegedly being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter. In response, Applicants have amended each of independent Claims 1, 6, and 12, and 
various ones of the dependent claims as appropriate, to overcome the indefiniteness alleged in the 
Office action. Applicants submit that the independent claims now even more distinctly and 
definitely recite the subject matter of the instant invention. 

In view of the submitted amendments, reconsideration and withdrawal of the § 112, 
second paragraph rejections is requested.
